DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Continued Examination 

Applicant's Request for Continued Examination filed on October 6, 2006 is 
acknowledged by the examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Applicant's amended claim requires that the adhesion promoter be applied to an opto- 
electronic surface of a device produced in a CMOS process. The specification, as originally 
filed, only supports a method wherein an adhesion promoter is applied on an electrical surface of 
a device produced in a CMOS. The specification does not state that the adhesion promoter can 
be applied on an opto-electronic surface of a device produced in a CMOS process. In fact, 
paragraph 0131 shows that applicant contemplated applying the adhesion promoter to a surface 
of an electrical device produced in a CMOS process as an alternative to applying the adhesion 
promoter on an opto-electronic surface. In said paragraph, applicant refers to the example above, 
which is an example of applying the adhesion promoter on an opto-electronic surface, and then 
states "however, the adhesion promoter can be used in a CMOS process, such as for increasing g 
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adhesion of a dielectric, for increasing adhesion of a passivation layer. . Based upon the 
specification, the applicant has not demonstrated that at the time the application was filed, 
applicant contemplated applying the adhesion promoter to an opto-electronic surface of a device 
produced in a CMOS process. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 06/28/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. As to the argument concerning the 35 U.S.C 1 12 rejection, examiner acknowledges 
that the specification need not explicitly state that the adhesion promoter can be applied on an 
opto-electronic surface of a device produced in a CMOS process. However, as noted in the 
rejection, described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. Applicant's argument as to why the Specification meets the requirement of 
35 U.S.C. 1 12 is not persuasive. The argument that applicant's disclosure does not exclude 
using the adhesion promoter on an opto-electronic surface of a device produced in a CMOS 
process does not provide support for such a step. One of ordinary skill upon reading the original 
disclosure of applicant would not appreciate that applicant intended to use the CMOS process in 
combination with opto-electronic devices, that is, the original disclosure oes not reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

As to the argument regarding the recitation of claim 1, the original claims do not recite a 
"method of adhering a coating of a polymer, metal, metalloid oxide or fluorinated derivatives 
thereof to an electrical or opto-electronic surfaced of a device produced in a CMOS process. . 
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The italicized words were not present in the originally filed claims and therefore cannot be used 
to aid in conveying that applicant was in possession of the invention as of the filing date sought.
